speaker said, was to wear out the litigants. 
Cur state vourts should be restricted in their 
jurisdiction. The power of corporations, the 
speaker s2id, was so. great that the advice pen- 
erally given tow client ina suit was to settle 
With the eorporation at the best terms possible, 
‘because the corporation could secure delay by 
appealing to the federal courts, and a poor 
man stood no chance at all; he was at the 
mercy of the corporations. 

Lyman Trembull, of Llinois, supported the 
remarks of Mr. Wilson, and urged a return to 
the good old law of 1879, under which the 
country got along very weli for fifty years.

THE NIGHT NAVAL BATTLE. 

Fully a quarter of a million people occupied 
the vast ampitheatre on the hili-side of Lake 
Shore. The!park was packed with Grand Army 
men and their wives, these seats being reserved 
for them to witness the night naval battle on 
Milwaukee bay. The battle was a splendid 
spectacle, being participated in by about sixty 
vessels, besides a stationary mortar, and by 
about 3,000 infantrymen and artillerymen. 
Tiere were fired seventy thousand rounds of 
musketry, 5,000 shells, 4,500 rockets and 20,500 
pounds of fireworks were exploded. The plan 
of battle was an attack by a hostile fleet and- 
repulsed by four batteries supported by inftan- 
try. The line of battle fleet was led bythe Uni- 
ged States man-oflwar Michigan aud the reve- 
Jnecutters, Andy Johnsonfand Fessenden, The 
signal wrs given at 8 o’clock and as by magic, 
the whole bay was illuminated and the specta- 
tors could see the animated movements of the 
infantrymen, artillerymen and seamen. A

COMMENTED. UPON BY THE PRESS 


The Enggtish Papers Predict That It Will 
Disband the Home Rulers, But the Irish 
Press Don’t See It That Way.

Lonpon, August 29..—The Pall Mall Gazette 
inan. article entitled “A Rift Within The 
Lute,’’ says: The cordial aeceptance by the 
Parnellites. of Mr. Balfour’s proposition to 
endow the Irish university has induced the 
liberals remaining at Westminster to shake 
the dust off their fect against Mr. Parnell and 
his allies. The Gazette indorses Mr. Robert 
son’s statement in parliament to the effect 
that a very wide wedge has been driven and 
asks: “Willthe wedge result in separation 
which shall leave tht Gladstonians in the 
lurch—is it all up with the home rule party ?”’ 

Continuing the Gazette says: 

The Parneliites always have been, and always 
will be a detached party whose first and sole duty 
is to ireland. It the tories advance much further 
they will dish the libetals by giving home rule to 
lreiana at two bites. iustead of atone. This may be 
unpleasant for the liberals but not for the home 
ruers, The liberals must have a cry in reserve 
against the time when home rule shail be mute for 
party purposes. 

COMMENT OF ‘' UNITED IRELAND.”’ 

DusLin, August’ 29.—United Ireland, ina 
leading editorial, informs tho radicals that the 
position of the Irish party regarding the pro- 
ject for the endowment of a Catholic college, 
is as firm as when it squelched the scheme for 
the un@grhand treaty with Rome sought to-be 
negotiated by Lord Salisbury ard Irish union- 
ist bishops, who now stood ready to sel! Ire- 
land to SBalfour for a mess of portage 
if they only had the country tosell. The na- 
t owalists would welcome anyzgenaine effort to 
settle the Irish question made by parliament 
above board and would try to make it genuine. 
There their position ends. They do not ask 
nor do they expect assistance from the radi- 
cals. They fight fora great principle which 
radicals also indorse, Lhe question is one 
which should be settled by an Irish parlia- 
ment, but wanting that, the nationalists must 
be coutent in the moantime to take what re- 
forms the English parliament offors. 

Myr. Chamberlain says there is nothing be- 
tween unionists aud the government beyond a 
general feeling that the question of higher edu- 
cution in Ireland ouzittu bedealt with. Heis 
nut aware that any details of scliocl have been 
settied. 

Ata meeting this evening at Beltast, Mr.

Will Bo Tried Together for the Murder of 
Dr. Cronin. 

Cuicaco, Angust 29.—J nudge McConnell this 
morning decided that all the cefendants in the 
Cronin trial must be tried together, with the 
exception of Frank Woodruff. He said that 
in view of Woodruff’s confession, it would be 
inanifestly unfair to allow him to go on trial 
with the others. All the defendantsthen took 
the exception of the court, refusing them sep- 
arate trials, and the judge granted. them 
twenty days in which to file bills of exceptions.

Guttman’s death 
Morris Moss purchased the schooner, and is 
now her registered owner. He is a British 
subject, Ailjsealing schooners which have 
cleared at the custom-houses for Behring sea 
this year are registered by British subjects. 

Sealing schooner owners formed an associa- 
tion on Tuesday night. Exeitement has been 
eaused in shipping circles here through the ac- | 
tion of Admiral Heneag cee in forcibly 
towing the German bark, J. H. Husted, from 
her anchorage in Esquimalt harbor, although 
her master protested and ran up the German 
colors. The bark’ was discharging coal and 
Admiral Hern®.g sent word to Captain Reinars 
to move out as he desired anchorage for his 
war vesse]. The captain refused to doso and 
the admiral sent an officer and blue jackets to 
move the vessel. The outcome is watched 
with interest. 

ANOTHER SCHOONER CEIZED. 

San Francisco, August 29.—A letter was 
received from officer of the United States 
steamer Richard Rush by the steamer St. Paul 
which arrived from Ounalaska on Tuegday 
night, stating that on August 6, the Rush cap- 
tured the British sealing schooner Lilly, of 
Vancouver, while taking seals in Behring 
sea. The schooner was searched and 300 skins 
found which were placed on board the Rush. 
A. yo crew of one man was placed on board 
and the Lilly seug to Sitka. The seized sealers 
will have their ca%s tried in the Alaskan dis- 
trict court. The Rush will proceed to- San 
Francisco when relieved by the Bear at Ouna- 
laska. In all there have been fourteen soalers 
boarded by the Rush.and warned out of. Behr- 
ing sea, besides six captured.

SWAMP. 
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A Bill for its Competitive Sale—Tweive and a 
Half Cents the Minimum Price. 


The senate committee on internal improvements 
considered yesterday aiternvon two substitutes for 
Sena‘or Folks’s original bill to sell the Okefenokee 
swamp. - 

One of the Substitutes was by Senator Folks and 
one by Senator Sharpe, representing the two sides 
ofthe question ofsaie. They have so far recon- 
ciled their differences that the two bilis differ very 
little... Both provide for a competitive sale and a 
minimum price, the two points contended for by 
Senator Sharpe. 

Senator l’olks’s substitute, which was adopted and 
will be favorably reported by the committee, pro- 
vides for sixty days advertisement of the sale in 
newspapers of Georgia, Florida and New York, and 
fixes the minimum price at 12% cents an acre—the 
price offered by Mr. Phillips, of Philadelphia, He 
and Mr. Frank Hall, of Dahlonega, are named as 
incorporators, with the proviso that if other parties 
bid higher they shall be the incorporators of the 
company chartered by the bill. 

A forfeit of $25,000 is to be deposited by the high-~ 
est bidder. 

Senator Sharpe’s bill leaves the names of the in- 
corporators biank, and provides for advertising 
thirty days and selling to tie highest bidder afser 
ninety days, with a minimem price of 12% cents. 

This bill would stand more chance of pessing the 
senate than the other, though it is new tothe mem- 
bers and itis not knowu how they will be disposed 
towards it,

PRESIDENT M’CUNE SPEAKS. 

“I believe it is @ common courtesy with | 
you,”’ said Mr. McCune, ‘to honor dis- 
tinguised visitors in this way, but it isan un 
usual thing that so marked a compliment is | 
extended a representative of the farmers 
Only once before in the three years that I have 
been pfesident of the alliance, and been travel- 
ing all over this country, have I heen given 
the privilege of addressing the lawmakers of 
any state. I thank you heartily for that privi- 
lege now. ; 

Farmers, I believe, study questions of politi- 
cal economy more clesely than any class of 
people. Lawyers will tell you that they have 
little time to devote to: such studies, and that 
it makes people cranky to study it asa spe- 
cialty. Other professions are equally devoted 
to their own specialties, and havo as little time 
to think ebout political eccnomy. Farm life is 
conducive to breadth and depth of thought, 
and farmers are not so ;)f#onre to run in grooyés” 
—not so prone to be cranky? 

I congratulate you on the general prosperity 
of the state. Atlantais the most beautiful and 
prosperous aud one of the busiest cities in the 
south, with a world wide reputation for energy 
and push. I congratulate you ou this beauti- 
ful capitol—the only state capitol ever com 
pleted within the appropriation and to the per- 
fect satisfaction of the whole people. I noticed 
in THE CONSTITUTION a factof which Georgians 
may well be proud—that Georgia has 
increased $24,000,000 in taxable values 
in twelve months. I congratulate you thai 
God has smiled on the labors of your peopie 
and blessed you with a bountiful harvest. 
Farmers tell me they have raised enough corn 
to do them for next year and are confident 
that next year they will raise enough meat at 
home to make them self-sustaining and inde- 
pendent.

Class organization 1s a new force in this 
modern development. Itis itself the highest 
developmcnt of material progress. You can’t 
attribute the growth of the Farmers’ Alliance 
to the brain or personal power of the man that 
conceived the idea, nor ta the work of the 
leaders since; nor to any inherent excellence 
in the platform of the organization, Three or 
four years ago in Texas the allianeo increased 
50,000 in membership in one year, and the 
main cause was au argument put to them con- 
cerning their trade relations. The very next 
year that argument was shown to be an utter 
fallacy and was discarded, but the alliance 
went right ahead and doubled again in the 
next twelve months. Class organization is 
one of the now recognized forces in material 
progress, and it is our duty to study and under- 
stand it. 

Men havo always been prone to organize, 
and all organizations have been more or less 
transient in their character. The only perma- 
nent alliance is the religion of J: Christ, 
and the enduring principle of that is its unt!- 
versal power for good. It is always on the 
side of right, and in proportion as any organ- 
ization partakes of that spirit in just that pro- 
portion is it bound to be permanent and endur- 
ing.

“After tle institute had beem burned, these trus- 
tees voieda part of the Martin div idend to rebuild 
the institute, and by the emount they withheld: to 
rebuild the institute the rate of tuition was increased. 
These men outside put this additional burden on 
the town, and some of the cituzens outside said they 
would submit their property to taxation if bonds 
were issued to rebuild the institute. 

“One of the strongest opponents of extension has 
two sons who sleep in his house outside the live and 
do bus ness inside, one of them a physician, with 
the largest prnctice in the town. 

“I bearl with Colonel Selman, an opponent of 
the extension, and he isa warm personal friend, 
and, therefore, it is a disagreeable duty to oppose 
him, but, as I have told Colonel Silman himself, I 
think it 1s jair that the territory be brought in. 1t 
is claimed that this is farming land. If this is true, 
stillitisirue that the owners of two-thirds of the 
land ask for the extension.

ITH ONE OF THEM 
YESTERDAY. 


The Recent Conviction of Conklin in Forsyth 
County—What Mr. Corliss Says About the 
Trial. 


The conviction iu Forsyth county of a man 
named Conklin. who wascharged with chop- 
ping wood on Sunday, has created a decided 
sensation among the Seventh day Adventists 
in Georgia. 

The announcement of the conviction was 
made in Tug ConstiruTion yesterday. 

Rey. J. O. Corliss, a missionary of that sec- 
tion, was in Atlanta yesterday and talked at 
length about the case. 

“The witnesses testified, said he, ‘that they 
saw him chopping saplings just back of his 
house, but did not know what he was chop 
ping them for. On being cuestioned one of 
them said he lived within one hundred and 
fifty yards of the defendants house but had 
never seen him work on Sunday before. And 
yet he was convicted by a jury of twelve 
men and fined $25 and costs, amounting in all 
to $46.80. 

“New, in the ordinary course of events it 
would not be strange to fine a man convicted 
for violating the laws of the state. But it 
seems that this man had done no more than 
all his neighbors had done, that is, chop a 
little wood for immediate use as a necessity. 
In fact, one of the witnesses it is said, has 
frequently driven his team ali day Sunday to 
be at the market in Atlanta early Monday 
morning.’’ 

“What is the reason for the conviction, 
then ?”’ 

“Simply this: The poor man happeaed to 
have a conscience which led him to 
observe Saturday as the seventh day 
ef the week instead of Sunday the 
first day of the week. He is a_ good 
citizen, pays all his. honest debts, and is re- 
spected by all as a man. But it seems that 
the people of that vicinity have a corner on re- 
ligion and are determined that no one shall in- 
dulge in a belief that is not received from them. 
At least, one would think so from the plea 
made before the jury by the state’s attorney. 
They wanted to teach the defendant that he 
could not come into that county and overturn 
the Sabbath of their forefathers. 

“You may talk about your jute bagging 


trusts and sugar trusts, but a religious trust is: 


the most dangerous of all, and the more detri- 
mental to the interests of the country, because 
it is more tyrannical and generates more bad 
blood. Ifthis man Conklin had not actually 
viclated the law of the state, as the.witness 
for the state failed to show, on what principles 
of right and justice was he thus deprived of 
his hard earnings, to. say nothing of being sub - 
jected to the odium of being thus arraigned as 
a criminal. 

fi\\‘The states attorneys took a religious view 
of the case,”’ continued Mr. Corliss. ‘‘They 
contended that the adventists were trying to 
displace the Sabbath of our forefathers, and to 
overturn the religion of all past generations.

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PRESIDENT OR TAKE CHANCES? 


A Demand to Be Made on Him to Withdraw 
From the Candidaey for Governor or Re- 
sign as President of the Alliance. 


From the Macon, Ga., Telegraph. : 

A Telegraph man, meeting a prominent 
alliance man on the streets yesterday, asked 
him if there was any news in alliance circles. 
His answer was: 

“You know the actions of the alliance, ex- 
cept so far as it brings them directly before the 
public, are secret and cannot be taiked about 
outside of the hall. You know that we have 
concluded to open a warehouse here and will 
try and handle the cocton for the alliancemen.” 

**But,”’ said the reporter, “there is a subject 
in connection with the alliance that the gen- 
eral public are more interested in just at pres 
ent that they are in the warehouse or in jute 
and cotten bagging.”’ 

“Well, these three things are just now,’’ 
said the gentleman, ‘of paramount im- 
portance to all alliancemen, because we are 
into the fight; we think weare right and we 
wanttowin. ButI would like to know the 
subject that you refertoin which the public 
is so much interested.” 

The reporter informet! him that it was the 
subject of the dual candidacy for governor 
which the alliance is furnishing. 

‘IT don’t know that I fully understand what 
you mean,”’ said the gentleman, and when re- 
minded that two very prominent members of 
the alliance had recently announced them- 
selves as squarely tn the race for governor, he 
spoke up at once and said: ‘‘I see you are la- 
boring under a misapprehension. Neither of 
these gentlemen is our candidate. Indeed, if 
there has been any one principle of the order 
that has been more frequently affirmed and 
more stoutly maintained than another, it is 
that we are absolutely free from polities.” 

The-reporter informed the gentleman that 
he knew this, but stated that in spite of this 
fact Colonel Livingston’s announcement of his 
candidacy on the very heels of his election as 
presidentof the State Alliance had left the 
impression on the minds of the general public 
that the alliance had indorsed him for the high 
oftice. This impression had been strength- 
ened, too, by the fact that during the seven or 
eight months that Colonel Livingston was a 
candidate for the office of presideut of the alli 
ance he had on more than one occasion stated 
that he was not a cand,date for any polit- 
ical ofiice, his only ambition bene 
to further the reforms that the ailli- 
ance had inaugurated in the interest 
of the farmer. When, after all this, he 
wus elected president, and immediately an- 
nounced his candidacy for the guberaatorial 
oflice, the presumption was that he had been 
authorized by the alliance todoso. The gen- 
tleman was informed that this was not the in- 
dividual opin:on of any one man, but was the 
general impression among all classes of people 
with whom the reporter had conversed in 
order to get the general drift of opinion. The 
gentleman did not seem at all surprised, but 
his face wore a grave expression. 

‘Do you know,’ he said, ‘‘that Colonel 
Livingston’s announcement gave grave con 
cern to the thinking members of the order. 
Just at present itis aserious matter and may 
lead to some complications. Colonel Living- 
ston’s acto has certain!yfolacc d t":e alliance in 
a false position. Of course thealliance has not 
indorsed him, but the time and manner of his 
announcing himself and his subsequent 
sneech tefore the Scarnnters’ association. 
which was strongly a politic 1 
one, would seem toauthorize outsiders to think 
so. You remember the case of ex-President 
Jackson, who was summarily dealt with for 
attempting to use the order to further his can- 
didacy for congress in the fourth district. It 
is quite probable that Colonel Livington will 
be called upon to withdraw from the race for 
governor or resign the office of president of the 
alliance,”’ 

When asked if he could give any specified 
reason for thinking so, the gentleman said that 
he based his opinion on the well kuown prin- 
ciples of the order and the promptness with 
which they had been asserted before. 

Touching this same point there wero six 
prominent gentlemen, all alliance men, stand 
ingin front ofthe Hotel Lanieron Monday 
when the subject came up. There was but one 
opinion and that was that the order had been 
placed in a false position, and that there 
was but one remedy. Of the six gentle- 
men, one was from Twiggs, one from 
Jaspér, two from Jones, one from Pulaskiand 
one from Bibb. It was first suggested that the 
state alliance be called together and some im- 
mediate action taken.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


In Reply to Superintendent Richards. 

ATLANTA, Ga., August 28, 1889—Editors 
Constitution: My attention has been calied to an 
interview with Mr, Richard ins to-day’s paper, and 
if Mr. Richards iscorrectly reporied by your re- 
porter he vertainly is mistaken in the facts as _pre- 
sented by him. 

Mr. Richards states that the Indianapolis water 
works are owned by a private corporation and tbe 
city bas a population of 120,000, but only 1,974 ‘taps’ 
while Atlanta with a population of 75,000 has 2,760 
‘taps.’ My reply to thatisthat prop-riy ownersin 
this city arecompelled by ordinance to connect 
with water and sewer pipes, whilstin Indianupolis 
they are not forced to take their water supply from 
the waierworks. In many iustancesthey use cis- 
terns and welis, 

Mr. Rchards goes on to state ‘the charge for 
water for a family of seven persons in Indianapolis 
is eighteen dollars per year, and in Atianta it would 
be ten dollars and tweaty cents for same service.”’ 

I have before me a schedule of the water rates of 
the city of Indianapols, and under the head of 
dwellinuzs the rates are as follows:

bor all amounts in excess of 7,000 gallons, specia 
rates are given, which in many instances, sare as 
low as 4'4c per thousand gallons. Mr. Kichards 
siates that the water rent for domestic use, in At- 
Tanta, are less than in any city where the worksare 
owned by a private corporation; and I maintain 
that the consumers In Atlanta pay a higher rate 
for water than in any city I have investigated, 
whether the works are owned by the cities or pri- 
vate corporations, 1 refer Mr. Richards again to 
Indianapolis. Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha, Cin- 
ciunati, Philadelphia. New York, Boston and 
Providence. He says that itis less than in any city 
south of the Ohio river. Chattanooga has a less 
rate, and were I to investigate the matter, could no 
doubt find more.

THE STROTHER RESOLUTION. 


To Clear the Obstructions in the Savannah 
River—The Augusta Fish Traps, Etc. 


Senator Strother introduced the following 
resolution in the senate yesterday: 

Whereas, By a convention between the states of 
Georgia and South Carolina, held at Beaufort, in 
the state of South Caro'ina. in the year 1787, it was 
agreed that the Savannah riyer should be free to all 
the citizens of both states, free from hindrance, in- 
terruption, or molestation by any one; and, 

Whereas, By act of the general assembly of Geor- 
gia, approyed December 15, 1809, it was declared 
that it should be unlawful for any person to ob- 
struct, or cause to be obstructed, more than one- 
third of the Savannah river by dams, fish traps, or 
other obstruction, in the counties of Richmond, Co- 
lumbia, Lincoln, Elbert and Franklin; and 

Whereas, It is alleged that there are obstructions, 
which extend entirely across the Savannah river in 
the county of Richmond, above and near the city 
of Augusta; therefure be it 

Resolved by the general assemblv, That the 
governor do, without delay, havea full and com- 
plete investigation made touching the alleged ob- 
struction in the Savannah river in the county ot 
Riehmond, and the characterand extent of such 
obstruction: and if the said river is obstructed in 
the county of Richmond in yiolation ot the articles 
of azreement between the states of South Curolina 
aud Georgia, or in violation of the acts of the geu- 
‘eral assembly assented to December 15, 1809, it shall 
be the duty of the governorto have the attorney- 
general to institute proper procecdings on behalf of 
the state in the superior court of the county of Rich- 
mond to remoeve such obstructions 

Concerning the resolution, Senator Strother said: 

‘We will either have to -give up the cultivation 
of shad and other fish in the Savannah river, or the 
city of Augusta and the Augusta Canal company 
will have to putin a larse and efficient fish way at 
the place the canal dam is placed across the river. 

‘Shad and other fish attempt to ascend to the 
shoals of the Upper Savaniah river to spawn, but 
when once below this canal datnfthe curren:s that 
shoot between the parts of said dam are so strong 
that no fish can go tp the river. 

“Aud hencein April when the shad attempt to 
asceud tothe uprer shoals of the Savannah to 
spawn intbe clear water of this limpid stream, 
they get no further than these obstructions at this 
canal dam. The shad fisheries in the counties 
above Augusta, Ga., before these obstructions were 
placed in thisstream were very valuable to the 
people. Now the race ofshadis nearly gone from 
this stream. : 

“The treaty of Beaufort made between the states 
of South Carolina and Georgia in 1787, expressly 
says this strcam shall be kept open and shall be free 
toallthe people of South Carclina as well as of 
Georgia. 

‘Fish ways are very practical, and when made 
large and well, allows the free passage of fish, 

“Ido vot desire to break up the magnificent 
water-power at Augusta, but I do not wunt my 
people to sufferon account of the violation of the 
even as Beaufort and other laws relative to this 
river.’

HE ATLANTA, AND FLORIDA PAY 
TRAIN GOES DOWN THE ROAD. 


Mr. Cecil Gabbett, Vice-President and Gen- 
eral Manager, Pays Off the Hands—He 
Thinks the Koad Will Become Valuable. 


_Forr VALLEY, August 29—[Special.]—Cecil 


| Gabbett, vice-president and general manager 


of the Atlanta and Florida railroad, ac- 
companied by Captain E. P. Howell, one of 
the directors, arrived here last night in his 


private car. 

On his way down Mr. Gabbett paid off the 
entire force on the road. 

The freight train to which the car was 
attached left Atlanta yesterday morning at 
ten o’clock with money enough to pay every 
man for his past two month’s services. 

And the money was more. than welcome. 

The first distribution was made in the Atlan- 
ta and Floridayards near Henderson crossing. 
The men knew that the car was coming and 
they were hungry forthe money. Mr. Gabbett 
with a tray of his cevn design sat behind the 
table upon which the pay rolls for June and 
July rested. The tray was divided 
into compartments, into which nickels, dimes, 
quarters, halves, dollars, fives, tens ind 
twenties were distributed. The tray was to 
his right,and as the car stopped the men began 
crowding in at the rear door. The first man 
wasan engineer, and as he approached the 
table Mr. Gabbett looked up, saying: 

“What name?” 

The engineer gave his name, and Mr. Gab- 
bett opened the payroll. The name was found 
and, turning the sheet around, the general 
manager spread a paper over it below the 


name. 

‘Sign that, please.’’ 

As the engineer was signing his name Mr. 
Gabbett reached into the twenties and pulled 
out ten. Thcse he counted out and the engi- 
neer picked them off the table with a broad 


grin upon his face. 
“Began to think it was never coming?” 


asked Mr. Gabbett. 
“Oh no,” answered the engineer, as he made 


room for others. 

Then, as fast as the men could sign the pay- 
roll, they were given their two months’ pay. 
The paying off became much more rapid when 
the negroes came up. After finding the name 
Mr. Gabbett placed the pen behind it saying: 

‘Touch the pen.”’ 

The negroes placed the hand upon it, some 
barely touching it, while others grasped it 
with a death grip. 

When ghe hands congregated in the yard 
had been paid off, the train started for Fort 
Valley, and the ride was an entertaining and 
interesting one. The train movedslow enough 
to give those on it a fine opportunity to see 
the road. W.B. we on. the supervisor, 
was along, and pointed out the improve~ 
ments contemplated and now in course of con- 
struction. 

The road pasces through a fine country all 
the way, and the entire distance showed the 
finest crops. The cotton has not been sur- 
passed in years. It is abundant, and the 
farmers are all in high glee. Corn and oats are 
better than they have been in years, while the 
peach and apple crops have never been better. 
Fields of cotton and corn and orcbards line 
both sides of the road from Atlanta -to this 
point, and the picture is one good to see. 

The road possesses other interestiiug points. 
The scenery is fine and the road bed even and 
smooth. It crosses and runs parallel with 
streams, through timber and prairie Jand. Five 
miles this side of Atlanta it crosses South 
river, and in doing so the trains run over a 
bridge seven hundred and twenty feet long 
and forty-one and a half feet high. The bridge 
is an excellent, solid structure. Then nine 
miles out it passes under the Central railroad, 
and at this point a new town known as Haas- 
ville is springing up. 

It takes its name from Mr. Aaron Haas, 
president of the road. 

Three miles from Haasville the road crosses 
Flint river for the first time—the bridge being 
only fourteen feet high and four hundred and 
fifty long. The Flint then winds around and 
touches the road again between the thirty-five 
and thirty-six mile posts. The bridge at this 
point is fifteen feet high and six hundred and 
tifteen feet long. Thestations all along the 
route promise to make prosperoustowns. The 
depot buildings are neat structures 
and are all painted a dark 
canary color. 
the design is a pleasant one. They are all con- 
veniently arranged, and are supplied with re- 
liable agents and telegraph operators. The 
towns building around the stations give every 
indication of prosperity. The buildings are 
pretty cottages, and the wo:k shops are nu- 
merous. 

Fifty miles from Atlanta the road passes 
Zebulon, one of the oldest townsin the state. 
It was started in 1816 and has since been the 
county site of Pike county. Since the Atlan- 
ta and Florida touched it the old town has put 
on a new life and the old time buildings are 
going down and new, attractive ones are be- 
ing substituted. The people no _ longer 
seek the shady side of the _ street 
in moving about. Six miles this side of Zebu- 
lon is Meansyille,anew town. When the road 
came by, a cottonfield was the only thing to be 
seen. Now a prosperous tewn of 300 to 400 
occupies that.field; and new buildings are go- 
ing up every day. 

Fayetteville, another old town on the line, 
is growing rapidly. Mr. Blalock, one of the 
directors of the road, came upen the car at 
that point when the train stopped, and, after 
Mr. Gabbett had paid off, pointed out many 
improvements. Cotton gins and warehouses 
for cotton seed are being built near the depot, 
and every indication of prosperity is maniiest. 

At Culloden the party dined-with Super- 
visor Thompson. This is another old town, 
aud gave to Georgia ex-Governor Smith and 
ex-Congressman Hammond. It is in Monroe 
county, and was almost going to decay when 
the Atlanta and Florida passed through. 
Instantly a feeling of life becaine apparent, 
and today Culloden is moving along. It is 
situated in a beautiful section of rich country, 
and willone day make one of the best towns 
along the iine. 

Murella, now called Ceres, promises to be- 
came a great lumber town. One saw mill is 
now up and two more are going up. Timber 
is abundant andswork is plentiful. Every day 
carloads of lumber leave the place for market.

The Cadets have announced their intention of 
entering the drill if a prize of $2,000 was of- 
fered, and when they are notified of the action 
of the Piedmont company, they will, no doubt, 
send in their official entry. 

Mr. P. L. Mynatt, Jr., who was putin charge 
of the drill, has gone to work with a vim and 
energy that are sure to make it a brilliant suc- 
cess. Yesterday he was busy preparing circu- 
lar letters to send to the different organizations 
throughout the south. These circulars will be 
mailed at once, and will be the official notice 
of the drill. They will contain the rules and 
regulations, with the list of prizes, which are 
large enough to guarantee the attendance of a 
large number of crack companies. 

The military spirit throughout the country 
was never in a more flourishing condition, and 
the recent contests between the state compa- 
nies has thoroughly revived public interest in 
these competitive contests. 

Among the local companies the prospect of 
a competitive drill at the exposition has cre- 
ated unbounded enthusiasin, and their entliu- 
siasm is only a specimen of that which the drill 
will create all over the state. 

While the prizes offered are only for infantry 
companies, all branches of the service take 
great interest in the contest, for a soldier is a 
soldier, no matter what the color of the stripe 
he wears. 

There is intense rivalry between a number of 
the southern companies, and the entry of one 
insures the entry of its rivals, for they never 
miss an opportunity of pitting against each 
other. 

The Montgomery Greys, which is probably 
the best disciplined company in the south, has 
already given notice that it would enter the 
lists. This insures the entry of the True 
Blues, of Montgomery, for it’s nipand tuck 
between them. 

Of course the Atlanta Rifles will enter, and

Then the Gate City Guard. Its en 
trance, which is assured, will surely 
strike a responsive chord in the breast of the 
gallant Fusileers,of Charleston.;They wouldn't 
miss another chance at the Guard for anything 
conceivable, and it issafe to say that by togight 
at least a dozen companies will be drilling reg- 
warly in anticipation of coming victory. 

Mr. Mynatt is on of the best posted men on 
military matters in the state and the Piedmont 
campany could not have chosen a better person 
to work up the drill. He is thoroughly conver- 
sant with the ability and records of all the 
principal companies in the south and kyows 
just exactly how to go about securing their en- 
trance. Besides his knowledge of outside or- 
ganizations he is well known and very2popular 
among all the local companies and will receive 
their hearty co-operation in carrying out this 
work, 

“*T count safely on at least twenty companies 
in the contests,’’ said Mr. Mynatt yesterday. 
“The two thousand dollar first prize will bring 
the best companies in the south for the inter- 
state drill, and I think there will he at jeast 
seven besides the two local companies. Then 
there will be no end to the entries for the 
state prize of five hundred dollars. The prize 
was offered under condition that at least three 
companies that had not drilled in the inter- 
state contests should enter. ‘There’ll bo no 
trouble about that, for I can name a dozen 
that are almost certain toenter. Besides these 
there will be a number of non-contesting coin- 
panies present, and we'll turn out the biggest 
parade ever seen in this section. A good prize 
drill draws the crowd, and squads from all 
over the south will come to see ours.

THE QUESTION OF VACCINATION. 

The question of vaccination was then brought 
up by Dr. Roach, who stated that fer several 
years, under order of the board, he had per 
formed vaccination upon the pupils. Recently 
the city council had passed a resolution in- 
structing the city paysicians to vaccinate also, 
but no provision was made for the ascertain- 
ment of the fact whether the vaccination was 


successiul. Thus he was being called upon 
dairy to issue certificates when he was really 
in ignorance of the effects. 

Negroes as a rule put off vaccination to the 
last moment. It then happens that on the 
day before school-opens Dr. Roach finds his 

ard full of colored children, the sidewalks in 

rout of his house blocked with them. They 
climb up into the shade trees and even ascend 
tothe top of his house and swarm around 
there like flies. The doctor said he was tired 
of this kind of work, and said that some new 
method ought to be resorted to by 
which the children might be vaccinated 
without putting it all on one man. 

Mr. R. J. Lowry and Colonel Hoke Smith 
both presented rules upon the subject, the ef- 
fect of each being to aecept vaccination certif- 
icates from regularly recognized physicians. 
Finally the rule offered by Colonel Hoke 
Smith, as follows, was adopted: 

Whereas, Rule 64 for the government of the 
schools of Atlanta contains the following language: 

Nor shallany pupil be admitted to any school 
without giving satisfactory evidence of baving been 
vaccinated, 

Therefore. be it resolved that the satisfactory evi- 
dence required by this rule shall consist of the cer- 
tificate to that eticct of any city physician of the 
city of Atlanta, or of any ewe ln good stand- 
ing with the respective school to which he may 
belong, who has furnisbed his signature to the su- 
perintendent of the public schools of Atlanta, as a 
means oi identifying the genuineness of the certifi- 
cate offered by the applicant for admission to the 
8c hools. 

Resolved, further, that in all cases where tbe cer- 
tificate shows the vacvinatiun to be simply in process 
the physician shall furnish the result of the work at 
its conclusion. 

After other routine business, such as passing 
up salaries and so on, the board adjourned.
